Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 


(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4.)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition.

And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of 
the  Session: — 

(a.)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill:

If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and 
notices  proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been 
so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  Session  or  if  the  petition  has  not 
been  presented  to  the  House  within  the  first 
ten  days  of  the  Session,  the  amount  to  be  paid 
to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred  dollars.

Y/I7HEREAS  it  is  deemed  expedient  to  deepen 
the  Otter  Creek  Drainage  System  in  the 
Municipality  of  Spallumcheen,  and  to  borrow 
on  the  credit  of  the  said  municipality  the  sum 
of  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000)  for  complet¬ 
ing  such  work: 

And  whereas,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
section  112  (4)  of  the  “Municipal  Act,” 

R.S.B.C.  1936,  chapter  199,  the  Municipal 
Council  of  The  Corporation  of  the  Township  of 
Spallumcheen  procured  an  examination  to  be 
made  by  D.  K.  Penfold,  District  Engineer, 
Water  Rights  Branch,  being  a  person  compe¬ 
tent  for  such  purpose,  of  the  said  Otter  Creek 
Drainage  System  proposed  to  be  deepened,  and

“  W ork  proposed. 

“  It  is  therefore  proposed  to  excavate  a 
trench  approximately  3  feet  deep  and  not  less 
than  6  feet  wide  between  the  south  end  of 
Otter  Lake  and  the  O’Keefe  Bridge,  a  distance 
of  16,000  feet,  continuing  this  trench  into  the 
bed  of  the,  lake  as  far  as  necessary.  South 
of  the  O’Keefe  Bridge  the  depth  of  excavation 
drops  rapidly  and  tails  out  entirely  at  a  point 
5,880  feet  down-stream.  The  width  of  the 
trench  should  be  increased  to  10  feet  over  this 
length  and  local  bends  in  the  channel  straight¬ 
ened  out.
